According to special dia 
patches here this morning from Toklo. 
the Russian squadron has returned 
to Vladivoatock. 
A Toklo correspond­ 
ent says in a dispatch that two Rus­ 
sian war ships appeared off Okl Isl­ 
and. In the southern part of the Japan­ 
ese sea Sunday. 
In a dispatch from Port A rthur a 
correspondent gives a description of 
seven Russian w arships which he saya 
are lying disabled there. They Include 
the battleships Savaatopol and Petrol* 
ovoak, which have not been named in 
previous reports of the action.

Russian ships were put out of action 
at Port Arthur. 
Continuing, he declares that the Jap­ 
anese were driven from the neighbor­ 
hood of Ktnchau, near New Chwang. 

In which 160 Japan­ 
ese were taken prisoners and 70 Rus­ 
sians killed 
In another dlapatch from Tokio one 
correspondent saya the local newspa­ 
per« are publishing long accounts of 
the Ill-treatm ent of Japanese In Man­ 
churia, and that the Japanese gov­

THE BALKANS SITUATION 


Vienna Reports Show No End of Un­ 
easiness in Austria. 
Vienna. Feb. 17.—The situation In 
the Balkans is creating great uneasi­ 
ness here. 
The official denial of the 
rum ors of the mobilization of Austrian 
troops has failed to reassure the pub­ 
lic, and it is still asserted that the 
governm ent intends to mobilize two 
arm y corps provisionally for the pur­ 
pose of guarding the Balkan frontier 
because of fears that Turkey will pro­ 
voke Bulgaria Into war. 


Washington. Feb. 17.—Senator Han­ 
na’s body was taken to the capitol 
this morning where It lay in state In 
the marble-room of the senate until 
noon, when the official funeral serv­ 
ices were held In the senate chamber. 
Dr. Edward Everett Hale, chaplain 
of the senate, conducted the services 
and the Gridiron club quartet sang 
the hymns. 
The president, members 
of the cabinet, the supreme court, 
members of the diplomatic corps, the 
lieutenant-general of the army, the 
admiral of the navy and the members 
of the house of representatives were 
present. 
The latter marched 
over 
from the house In a body. 
Both senate and house had appoint­ 
ed committees to officially represent 
them at the exercises here and also 
at the interment at Cleveland. 
The 
senate committee consists of twenty 
of the dead statesman's colleagues, 
while that of the house includes the 
entire Ohio delegation and otLers se­ 
lected by Speaker Cannon. 
Three special trains constituted the 
funeral cortege from Washington to 
Cleveland, which left this afternoon. 
The first will convey the remains and 
the members of the senator’s family. 
Another car will carry the senators 
who desire to attend the funeral at 
Cleveland and the third will be filled 
by members of the house of represen­ 
tatives.

Delegates to tho national convention 
will not be selected before the middle 
of March but it is very probable that 
the convention will adopt a rousing 
Roosevelt resolution as Congressman 
Landis Is one of the most enthuslastio 
Roosevelt men in Indiana.
